The following A.DDRESS was published in 
the News Papers. 

to the benevolent citizens, 

1HOSE of the overfeers of 'the poor, ivho attend 
to the care of the unfortunate now labouring under the 
prevailing malignant diforder, are almojl overcome with 
the fatigue which they undergo, and require immediate 
affiflance. This, it is hoped, may be found among the 
benevolent citizens, who acluated by a willingnefs to con- 
tribute their aid in the prefent diflrefs, will offer themf elves 
as volunteers to fupport the aclive overfeers in the dij charge 
of what they have undertaken. For which purpofe, thofe 
who are thus humanely difpofed, are requefled to apply to 
the Mayor, who will point out to them how they may be 
ufeful. 

September iotb 1793. 
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In compliance with the preceding ADDRESS, a Number 
of Citizens met at the City-Hall the 12th Sep* 

tember, 1793. 

The MAYOR in the Chair. 

JVj. R. James Wilfon an overfeer of the poor reported 
the fituation of the fick and poor at Bufh-Hill, and 
that Dr. Phyfick, Dr. Cathral, Dr. Annan and Dr. 
Leib, are the attending Phyficians at that place.

The report of the committee appointed at the laft 
meeting, to make enquiry into the fituation of the 
afflicted under the prefent prevailing malignant diforder 
in the city, being produced, was read and is as follows. 

Philadelphia September 12th 1 793. 

" At a meeting of a number of citizens held at the 
Court-Houfe, this evening, in confequence of an ap- 
pointment of the Mayor and others, convened at the 
City-Hall', to take into confideration the prefent cala- 
mitous ftate of the city and its environs. 

Prefent, Stephen Girard, Henry Deforeft, 

Thomas Wiftar, Andrew Adgate, 

Samuel Wetherill, Jofeph Infkeep, 
Ifrael Ifrael, John Hawkins, 

Thomas T. Peters, Caleb Lownes, 
and feveral of the overfeers of the poor, 

Samuel Wetherill in the chair. 

" Having made enquiry into the fituation of the poor 
and afflicted, they are of opinion, that it is not in the 
power of the overfeers and guardians of the poor to af- 
ford the neceffary aid which the cafes of the fick require, 
that the citizens be again convened, in order that fome 
effectual means may be ufed, and a plan adopted to 
jnitigate, and, if poffible, to afford relief to the afflict- 
ed, both in the city and at the Hofpital at Bufh-HiD. 

On Motion, 

" Refolvedf— That the Secretary be directed to pub- 
lim the foregoing minute and to requeft the citizens 
t© attend a meeting, to be held at the City-Hall at \z 

o'clock 
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o'clock, on the 14th inftant: and that in the mean 
time Ifrael Ifrael, Thomas Wiftar and Caleb Lownes 
be defired to confer with the Phyficians who have the 
charge of the fick at Bufh-Hill, and obtain information 
of their fituation, and furnifli the neceffary aid and re- 
lief in their power to afford* 
On Motion, 
" Refolved, — That, as this city is much expofed, for 
want of a fuitable place to receive and accommodate 
thofe that are afflicted with malignant diforders — and 
that as the increafed trade and population fubje&s the 
citizens to conftant danger from the numbers that are 
daily arriving from foreign parts, where infectious dif- 
orders are frequently prevalent; that this fubject be 
laid before the citizens at their next meeting, in order 
that fome fteps may be taken to bring the fubjeel: before 
the Legiflature, that the evils now experienced may 
be avoided in future, by fuitable and comfortable pro- 
vifion for thofe who may fuffer a fimilar affliction." 

At an adjourned meeting held at the Court- 
Houfe — September 14th 1793.

The committee appointed to confer with the Phy- 
ficians who have the charge of the fick at Bum-Hill. 

Report, " that they have attended to their appoint- 
ment, and have produced the following account of the 
fituation of that Hofpital — as given by Doctors Cathral 
and Phyfick. " That 
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" That the Hofpital is without order or arrangement, 
far from being clean, and (lands in immediate need of 
fevcral qualified perfons to begin and eftabliih the 
neceflary arrangements.— There are five or fix female 
attendants; but none qualified for the proper manage- 
ment of the fick.— It is attended by four Phyficians, 
viz. Doctors Cafehral, Phyfipk, Annan and Leib— the 
latter is indiipoied, and unable to attend. 

" That there are immediately wanted, 
A perfon qualified to arrange and manage a Hofpi- 
tal, as fteward. 

A perfon qualified to act as barber and bleeder, — 
and eight nurfes* 

That it is unnecefTary to enumerate all the wants: they 
are numerous, and call for fpeedy attention but the 
above mentioned require injlant attention, which, when 
fupplied, will reduce the number to a few, and render 
the inftitution ufeful and beneficial. 

" Whereupon it was agreed, that the following propo- 
rtions be laid before the general meeting of the citizens, 
viz. 

1. That a fum of money be inftantly procured. 

2. That a large committee be appointed from the 
different parts of the city, Southwark and the Northern 
Liberties to aid the fick and diftrefTed. 

3. That they have full power to act as circumftan- 
ccs may require. 

4. That they keep a juft account of their proceed- 
ings and expenditures, and report to a future general 
meeting of the citizens. 

" Refolvedy 
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** Refolved, that the chairman and feeretary attend the 
unfiling general meeting with the proceedings of the 
committee.

Agreed unanimoufiy, That fifteen hundred dol- 
lars be immediately procured for the purpofc 
of furnifhing fuitable accommodation and fupplies 
for the ufe of the affliftcd under the prevail- 
ing malignant fever, and that Thomas Harrifon, Tho- 
mas Wiitar, and Caleb Lownes, be appointed a 
committee to procure the faid fum at the Bank of North 
America.

now are or may become neceflary to be procured for 
the above mentioned purpofes. 

That they or a majority of them, have full powers to 
appropriate fuch fums as may be neceflary for obtain- 
ing fupplies — for compenfating thofe who may be 
employed in the bufinefs under their direction, that 
they keep a fair account of their proceedings 
and expenditures and report to a future meeting of 
the citizens. 

Refolved, 

That Matthew Clarkfon, be Preftdent of the board. 
Samuel Wetherill, Vice Preftdent. 
Thomas Wiftar, Treafurer, and 
Caleb Lownes, Secretary. 

Refolvedy that the faid committee take under their 
confideration the propriety of providing fuitable accom- 
modations for the reception of fuch as may hereafter 
be afflicted by fimilar complaints, and to guard againft 
the dangers to which this city is expofed from its en- 
creafed trade and population, and the danger which 
the daily arrivals from foreign parts, where malignant 
diforders are frequently prevalent, conftantly fubjedt 
it to, and to report thereon at a future meeting.

make a weekly return of their expenditures. 

Refolvedy that James Kerr, Thomas Wiftar, and John 
Letchworth, be a committee to prepare fuitable car- 
riages for the ufe of the Phyficians and for the difeafed. 

Refolvedy that the committee be empowered to ad- 
vance fuch fums of money to poor families, at their 
houfes, who are afflicted with the malignant diforder, 
and to render them fuch fervices as may be in their 
power to afford. 

Adjourned to the 16th inft. at 6 o'clock, to meet at 
this place.

The committee appointed to the care of the Hofpi- 
tal at Buffi-Hill, reporty that they have attended to 
their appointment and have produced their minutes, 
which areas follows.

" September l$th 1 793. 
" Prefent, Ifrael Ifrael, Matthew Carey, 

Henry Deforeft, Thomas Savery, 
James Sharfwood, Stephen Girard, 
James Swain, Jacob Weaver, 

" Refohed, that three members of this committee at- 
tend at the City-Hall daily, from nine in the morning 
'till twelve, and from three to five in the afternoon, to 
receive applications for relief, and to afford fuch affift- 
ance as may be neceffary to perfons amided with the 
prevalent malignant fever." 

Stephen Girard and Peter Helm, report. " That 
they have vifited the Hofpital, and have made out a 
lift of articles wanted at that place." Thomas Wiftar is 
requefted to procure and forward them to the Hofpital. 

Several of the bedfteads being out of repair, William 
Hamilton, Carpenter, is defired to put them in order 
and to make as many more as may be wanted. It 
is agreed that he have two dollars per day for each 
hand he may employ there* 

James Kerr, and Ifrael Ifrael are defired to pur- 
chafe a horfe for the fervice of the Hofpital and to 
engage two men to attend the cart. 

Stephen Girard and Peter Helm, members of this 
committee, commiferating the calamitous ftatetowhich 
thefickmay probably be reduced for want of fuita- 
ble perfons to fuperintend the Hofpital, voluntarily 
offered their fervices for that benevolent employ- 
ment.— tf^W, that their offers be accepted, and that 
they be encouraged immediately to enter upon the im- 
portant duties of their appointment. 

Received 
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Received a letter from John Todd, Jun. inclofing 
a bank note for twenty dollars, for the uie of the fick 
under the care of the committee, which was directed 
to be placed in the hands of the Treafurer. 
September \6th. in the Afternoon. 
Prefcnty Ifrael Ifrael, Henry Deforeft, 

James Sharfwood, Thomas Savery, 
Jofeph Infkeep, James Swaine, 

Thomas Harrifon, Andrew Adgate. 

Stephen Girard, and Peter Helm, the managers of 
the Hofpital at Bufh-Hill report " That the Hofpital 
is now fully furnifhed with officers and attendants, ex- 
cept a few nurfes, that the neceflary arrangements 
are made, and that the fick are amply furnifhed with 
the neceflary fupplies and accommodations - y and that 
the bufinefs is now fo far matured, as to afford every 
affiftance, neceflary at fuch a* Hofpital.'* 

A note was received from the fteward of the Hof- 
pital, informing that laft night they loft eight patients ', 
and requefted twelve coffins* 

Refolved, that Henry Deforeft be requefted to pro- 
cure a number of coffins, and make report. 

Refolvedy that George Richardfon, John M'Coy, 
Thomas Wade and Andrew Bearfticker be employed 
in the fervice of the Committee, the three firft to be 
under the direction of the fteward — the latter to at- 
tend the cart employed in removing the fick. 

Refolvedy that five dollars be given to Samuel Bull- 
man, whofe wife and children are fick of the prevailing 
diforder. 

Refolvedy that fix nurfes be immediately employed 
and conveyed to the Hofpital. 

John 
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John Burchall, offers his fervices at Bufh-Hill as an 
afiiftant. — The Secretary is requested to give him a let- 
ter to the managers of the Hofpital and if they mould 
have occafion for his fervices that they employ him. 

Cyrus Euftle offers the fervices of himfelf, his horfc 
and cart in the employ of the committee, which are 
accepted, and it is agreed to allow him three dollars 
per day. 

Doclor Dc Veze offered his fervices as aPhyfician 
in fuch part of the Hofpital as may be affigned to his 
care. 

Eefolved, that the Doctor be referred to the mana- 
gers of the Hofpital, and that in the mean time 
enquiry be made into his abilities and character, 2nd if 
they ihoukl prove to be fuch as to juftify his being em- 
ployed, that when the committee {hall go into the 
appointment of Phyficians, he have a part allotted to 
him. 

Received a letter from Thomas, Samuel and Miers 
Fiiher enclofing a check on the bank of North Ameri- 
ca for one hundred and fifty dollars, for the ufe of the 
fick and affli&ed under the care, of the committee 
which is direaed to be handed to the Treafurer to be 
difpofed of agreeably to the defign of the donors. 

A widow, recommended by ieveral refpe&able citi- 
zens for relief for herfelf and feveral orphan children, 
made application for affillance •, 

It is agreed that {he have five crowns and a half. 

The manager, of the Hofpital report " that they 

have been engaged in promoting the order of the hemic 

and that fundvv fuppiies are wanted," which are dtrecl- 

«d to ke furnifhed. As it may fubje& the bet to 

great 
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great inconvenience to lay on the floors until bedfteads 
can be made, — the Secretary is requefted to procure 
as many as he can, and have them conveyed to the 
Hofpital as early as poffible. 

The fecretary is requefted to publifh the following 
advertifement, viz. 

Generous wages will be given to perfons capable and 
willing to perform the fervices of Nurfes at the Hofpi- 
tal at Bujh-Hill; as the end defired by eftablifhing a 
Hofpital at Bufh-Hill, much depends on good nu rfin 
and attendance. The citizens of Philadelphia will 
render eflential fervice to the fick, by aiding and pro- 
curing fuitable perfons for this employment. Thofe 
who are willing to engage, will pleafe to apply to 
Ifrael Ifrael, Thomas Wiftar or Caleb Lownes. 

At a Meeting of the Committee ', September l'jth.

a houfe for that purpofe.

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He alfo, reports, " that Doctor De Veze had vifited 
the Hofpital, that he appears to be a profeflional cha- 
racter and that from the information he has received of 
his abilities and practice, in Cape-Francois, from perr 
fons who were intimately acquainted with him at that 
place, he believes him well qualified to perform the 
duties of a Phyfician at the Hofpital at Bufh-Hill." 
Whereupon it was refolved that the Doctor be defired 
to give his attendance at the Hofpital. 

James Kerr is defired to provide a horfe and chair 
for the ufe, and to be at the command of the Doctor. 

The manager further reports " that the fick ftand 
in immediate need of a variety of articles for their 
accommodation and ufe, a lift of which he now pre- 
fents to the committee." The Secretary is defired to 
caufe them to be procured and forwarded to the Hofpi- 
tal as early as poffible. 

Sundry irregularities prevailing among the perfong 
employed as nurfes and attendants on the fick, the 
managers are defired to difcharge the diforderly. The 
members of the committee are requefted to exert them- 
fe!ves to procure a number of fuitable perfons to fupply 
their places. 

The Secretary reports, " that he has obtained 
bedfteads from the prifon and forwarded them to the 
Hofpital." 

The Apothecary attended, and infoims, " that the 
duties of his appointment are fuch as to render an 
affiftant indifpenfibly neceffary," which being taken 
into confideration, it was Refolved that endeavours be 
ufed to obtain one immediately.

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A lad belonging to Captain Burrows wae buried by 
the committee, the expenfes to be bora by the Cap- 
tain. 

Refolvcd, that the committee continue their fittings 
COhftantly at the City-Hall, until the fituation of the 
Hofpital; and affii&ed in the city, fhall render it pro- 
per tp 

The Secretary reports, " ' h has'made enquiry 
ref P { foi accommodating the con- 

* Ehat the large ftone barn at Bufh-Hill 

appears to be the mod fuitable place for the purpofe, 
v., ich could be obtained. On confideration it was 
rephed, that Ifracl Ifrael be defircd to fend a fuffici- 
cnt number of pcrfons to remove the hay and other 
things which arc in the barn, to a place where they may 
be fecured from lofs or damage, and that the managers 
be instructed to take meafures for fitting up that place 
for the accommodation of the convalescent, 

N O O N. 
The managers cf the Hofpital returned from thence 
and offer it as their opinion, " that a Phyfician fhould 
be appointed to attend conjiantiy at the Hofpital 
They alio report, " that a number of patients are ad- 
mitted after the vifiting PhyOcians have returned to 
the city, who have no relief till the next day at eleven 
o'clock, and that many fufFer for want of the above 
regulation." Which being taken under confideration, 
it was refohedy that a Phyfician be employed who wifl 
give his constant attendance, and that as foon as 
poffible. 

Refohed, that the PhyHcians attending the Hofpital 
he requefted to meet the committee to morrow morn- 
ing at nine o'clock. ^ 
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The managers of the Hofpital have taken pofleflioa 
of the following property left by John Jofeph Perrin, 
a French citizen who died yefterday, which is directed 
to be handed to Henry Deforeft for the ufe of the 
freirs of the fa id J. J, Perrin when afcertained by legal 
proof, viz. one tortoife (hell watch, one pair filver 
buckles, one pair filver knee buckles, one Joe, value 
fix pounds, feven dollars and one ear-ring. 

They alfo depofited in the fame hands, one fet 
froach the property of a perfon unknown, who died 
laft night. 

The managers inform that they have employed the 
following perfons at the Hofpital.

Mary Saviel attending the committee, offered her 
Services as an affiftant matron at the Hofpital at Bum- 
Hill ; being well recommended for her abilities, fobriety 
and attention as a nurfe and matron, it i& ogreedy that 
fiie be recommended to the managers,, and if it be 
agreeable to them, that fhe be immediately employed* 
and that her pay be three dollars per day. 

C Petes 
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Peter Barriere and Stephen Croufillat attended the 
committee and informed them, that Jofeph Mcrcicr 
and wife are dead, and have left two infant children, 
twins, about fifteen months old, without any perfon 
to take care of them (or the effects left by the deceafed, 
which are faid to be of confiderable value) except a 
fervant girl whofe character is unknown, which being 
taken into confideration, it is refolved, that James Kerr 
and John Letchworth be a committee to make enquiry 
into the circumftances — ,obtain an account of the pro- 
perty and return it to the committee, — procure fuitable 
places for the infants and take fuch other meafures as 
may be proper on the occafion. 

The committee, on the foregoing bufmefs report, 
" that they have been to the dwelling of the late Jofeph 
Mercier, have taken the neceffary fteps to fecure the 
property and have brought with' them the following 
effefts, which are directed to be placed in the hands 
of the Treafurer to beheld until legally called for, viz. 
one morocco pocket book, contents unknown, three 
gold watches with the ornaments, one pair filver 
buckles, fourteen filver table fpoons, two filver table 
forks, eleven tea fpoons and one fnuff box. 

" That the reft of the effects found in the houfe are 
left in it, under the care of Peter Barriere, who has 
engaged to get the houfe cleaned, and have left the 
management of the affairs to him till further directed : 
*' that they have procured a very fuitable place for the 
infants." 

The managers at Bufh-Hill, report, that the diffi- 
culty apprehended from the failure of the pump, at 
the Hofpital, is now removed by a difcovery of a 
fpring in the vicinity wjiich will afford an abundant 

fupply 
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fupply of water, and that a fmall repair of the pump 
will render it ufeful. 

" That txe arrangements of the Hofpital are confi- 
derably advanced, and that the Hofpital will be capable 
of accommodating a much greater number of patients 
$han on the former plan. 

" That the barn will be ready to receive convale- 
fcents in a few days." 

Orders were iffued to the carters for the interment 
of fix perfons this day, from the City-Hall.

Thomas Harrifon, 
James Kerr, James Swain, 

Thomas Savery, John Connelly, and

Refolved, that the managers of the Hofpital, at 
Bum-Hill, have the entire direction at that place; and 
that they be empowered to employ and difcharge fuch 
perfons as they may think proper. 

The Phyficians agreeably to notice, attended, viz. 
Doctors Phyfick. Cathral, Leib and Annan — when 
a conference was had refpecling the ftate of the Hof- 
pital and the mode of affording medical afliftance. 

After fome time fpent upon the fubject, the Phyfici- 
ans produced the following propofitioris. 
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tt i. Hiatthe Phyficians will attend regularly every 
day at eleven o'clock in the morning. 

2. That for this attendance they fhall hare tvrar 
guineas a vifit each. 

3.' That Mr. Graham be preferring Apothecary* 
to attend to thofe patients who are admitted in the 
abfence of the Phyficians, and that he be provided with 
two or more affiftants in the Apothecaries duties. 

4. That Do&ors Leib, Phyfick, Cathral and An- 
nan, have the entire direction of the Hofpital, to be 
arranged in fuch manner as they fhall judge proper 5 
and that in cafe of the indifpofition of either, he will 
provide a medjeal friend to attend for him." 

Which being considered, were agreed to, with the 
addition of the following, viz. 

That a room at the Hofpital be appropriated to the 
ufe of fuch patients as are defirous of being under the 
direction of Doctor Deveze : that he proc ure the ne- 
cefTary medicine for his patients, to be made up at the 
expence of the committee* and, if necefTary, that he 
provide a perfon to adminifter them. 

The Preftdent produced a letter from a citizen, com-' 
plaining of the route taken by the carters employed to 
remove the dead from the Hofpital 5 which being 
confidered it was agreed, that the carters be directed 
to proceed in future, from the Hofpital down broad 
ftreet to walnut ftreet, thence to the place of inter- 
ment. 

The prevailing calamity having deprived a number 
of children of their parents and guardians, and render- 
ed many of the latter who have farmed, incapable of 

affording 
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affording thofe under their care the necefTary fuppor 
and protection ; 

The committee conceive it to be a duty incumbent 
on them to attend to thefe, as well as to fufferers of 
other defcriptions who are labouring under the pre- 
vailing diforder, and to ufe their endeavours to provide 
for their comfortable accommodation and fupport. 

On motion, Refolvetl, that a houfe be provided for 
the accommodation of fuch ; and that fuitable provifion 
be made for their fupport : that Ifrael Ifrael, Jame* 
Kerr and Thomas Harrifon be a committee to carry 
the foregoing refolution into execution. 

The managers Report that there are a variety of ar- 
ticles wanted for the ufe of the Hofpital, which are 
directed to be obtained and forwarded as foon as pof- 
fible. 

Doctors Cathral, Leib and Phyfick attended at the 
Hofpital this day. 

The Phyficians anxioufly wife that the committee 
would endeavour to prevail upon our fellow citizens to 
fend thofe who are designed for the Hofpital, as early 
aspoffible after they take the diforder ; as the chance 
of recovery in cafe of an immediate removal is very flat- 
tering, but that the contrary muft be expected to be 
the confequence of delay. The Secretary is directed 
to caufe this to be publifhed in the news papers. 

The managers repoit, that they have buried eight 
perfons from the Hofpital fince laft evening, Seventeen 
have been fent out, and orders were iflued for the in^ 
terment of fix perfons this day, from the City-Hall.

The Managers Reported the following Statement of Bujh- 
Hill Hofpitaly this day. 

THE Manfion Houfe is divided into fourteen 
rooms or apartments, befides three large entries. One 
of the rooms is occupied by the matron and an afliftant 
woman under her ; eleven rooms, and two entries, by 
the fick ; one room by the fick, who are in a very low 
Mate, and the other apartment for the dying perfons. 
The fick men and women are in feparate appartments 
and attended by nurfes of their own fex. 

Each room, apartment, and entry, have their nurfes. 

The entry on the firft floor, hath a door-keeper, and 
the afliftant matron keeps conftantly herb-teas and 
beverage, to fupply the nurfes for the ufe of the fick. 

Every fick perfon is furnifhed with a bedflead, clean 
(heet, pillow, two or three blankets, chamber pot, 
poringer, plate, fpoon and clean linen when necefiary. 

Each 
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Each nurfe is fupplied with two or three large pitch- 
ers, one bucket, houfe-cloth and fweeping brufh. 

The manfion houfe contains, one hundred and forty 
bedfteads. 

The new Frame Houfe built for an addition to the 
Hofpital, in cafe of neceffity, is 60 feet front and 18 
feet deep with 3 rooms on the ground floor; one for 
the head nurfes of that houfe and the other two for 
the fick; each of the two laft contains feventeen bed- 
fteads, befides the loft, which may be ufed for the con- 
valefcents and will contain forty bedfteads. 

The barn is a large commodious ftone building di- 
vided into three apartments, one occupied by the Refi- 
dent, Doctors and Apothecary, one by the men con- 
valefcents and contains forty bedfteads, the other *by 
the women convalefcents which contains fifty feven 
bedfteads. 

The building adjoining to the manfion houfe is oc- 
cupied in the following manner. The Eafc end by 
the tenant of the place, the Weft by the cooks; one of 
the cellars for the provifions and the other cellar by the 
fteward and clerk. 

Some diftancefrom the weft of the Hofpital and in 
a private place there is a frame building erected toftore 
the empty coffins and depofit the dead until they are 
lent to the burying ground. 

Befides the nurfes employed in the houfe, there are 
two cooks, four labourers and three wafher women who 
are conftantly employed for the ufe of the Hofpital. 

The fick are vifited twice a day by two phyfieians, 
Do£t. Deveze and Doct. Ben. Dumeld, who prefcribe 



for 
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for them, and their prefcriptions are executed by the 
three refident phyficians and the apothecary. 

One of the refident Doctors is charged with the dis- 
tribution of the victuals for the lick; at n o'clock in 
the morning he gives them broth with rice, bread,

The committe appointed to the care of the orphans 
made the following Report, of their proceedings, which 
the Secretary is directed to hand to the Printer of the 
Federal Gazette for publication, viz. 

" To the committee appointed for the relief of the 
fick and poor, afflicted with the prevailing malignant 
difeafe. 

The committee appointed to the care of the orphans 
Report, that on the 19th September, they engaged a 
houfe belonging to William Ralfton, in fifth ftreet, for 
the accommodation of the orphans under the care of 
the committee: and on the fame day they engaged Mary 
Parvin as Matron, and placed thirteen children under 
her-care; and between that time and the 13th October 
fourteen more were added to their number. 

That 
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That from the frequent replications for admiftions, 
If was neceflary to procure a more commodious place, 
which, by direction of the committee they obtained. 
This houfe was formerly occupied, and is now known 
by the name of the Loganian Library : it is the proper- 
ty of John Swanwick, Efq. and although it was rented 
to a perfon who then occupied it, the exertions of that 
Gentleman foon prevailed, and we obtained pofleffion, 
with the concurrence of the tenant, on the lftlnftant. 

Your committee further Report, that from that time 
to the prefent, they have employed three men and fev- 
en women to affift the matron. 

That they have agreed with Docto:r Samuel Duffield 
to vifit the houfe, and afford fuch medical aid as may 
be neceflary ; and they doubt not but from the well- 
known character of this Gentleman, that due attention 
will be paid to fuch cafes as may require his affiftance. 

That the children have now become fo numerous, that 
notwithftanding additional buildings have been erect- 
ed for the purpofes of warning, &c. they found it ne- 
ceflary to add another room of about 30 feet by 14, 
which it is expected will foon be completed. 

That from the fir ft eftablifhrnent of this inftitution 
to this day, there hath been one hundred and fifty nine 
children admitted, forty three of whom are now out 
at nurfe, who appear to be well taken care of; thirty 
one have been delivered to their relations or friends, 
eight have died, viz. fix of thofe who were at nurfe 
and two in the houfe ; feventy feven remain in the 
houfe and are in general healthy and cheerful. 

That your committee are perfectly fatisfied with the 
conduct of the matron, as Well as of thofe who are em- 
ployed under her direction,

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It may not be improper to remark •, that many of the 
children have not loft both their parents; but when one 
of them is deceafed, and the other fick, it has been the 
uniform practice of the committee to admit the chil- 
dren into the houfe. 

The committee will only add, that they keep regu- 
lar minutes of their proceedings, which are always o-

Gentlemen, 

IT was notified to me a few days ago, that you want- 
ed the houfe in fixth ftreet, known formerly under the 
name of Logan's Library, part whereof I then occupied, 
for the purpofe of accommodating the orphan children, 
who have loft their parents, by the unhappy diforder 
which now rages in our city, and the care whereof vou 
have humanely taken upon you. The houfe was par- 
ticularly calculated on account of its fituation and the 
height of its cieling, for the purpofe of my works ; 
I had made fome repairs to the windows and a clofet 
in the garret, and in order better to fecure the poffeffion 
of the houfe — I have paid forty eight dollars, or one 
half vcars rent, before hand : but knowing that private 
convenience and emolument muft always give way to 
public utility and particularly at a time of general cala- 
mity as the prefentis, I thought it my duty to fubmit 

without 
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without oppofition, and found myfelf happy to have it 
in my power to contribute my mite towards your bene- 
volent purpofes; I therefore cheerfully removed to the 
houfe pointed out to me, though far lefs fuitable to my 
purpofes than the one I have quitted, and will moft 
willingly content myfelf there, until times alter; I only 
wifh to know upon what terms I am in the houfe I 
now occupy, what the rent thereof is and who is to 
pay it, as I can hardly think, that it is expected I (hall 
pay the rent here again, having paid in the other houfe 
the rent before hand until the 18th day of January 
next as before mentioned. I have therefore thought 
it my duty to lay thefe circumftances before you, and 
humbly beg that you will be pleafed to give me the 
neceflary elucidation in this refpe£t, and that in cafe 
circumftances mould render the houfe in fixth ftreet 
no longer neceflary for your purpofes, you will be 
pleafed to give me the preference to re-enter into the 
fame again.

try, we are all under to afford each other every affiilance 
in our power, they requeft that you would fuffer them 
to (hare the honors of benevolence, and partake with 
you in the offices of focial affection — The exemption 
of their particular diftrict from the dreadful calamity 
which now afflicts your devoted city, far from creating 
an indolent or unfeeling fecurity, fuggefts to their 
minds only the idea of what ought to be expected from 
them and every other citizen of our hitherto profperous 
community on this lamentable occafion; for they can 
conceive no more acceptable method of teflifying 
their thaakfulnefs to the All-wife difpofer of human

affection for their fellow citizens — The monies collect- 
ed will be lodged with the treafurer of the county, 
and wait the order of the committee of Philadelphia* 
What we wifh principally at prefent is, that you would 
inform us of the place where, and the perfons to whom 
you would wifh the payments to be made ; A letter 
therefore upon this head directed to the chairman of 
the committee will meet with due attention — In the 
mean time be affured that we are the friends of our 
fellow citizens, and particularly of thofe who are in 
diftrefs: And may the great Ruler of the univerfe 
who ever chaftens with the tendernefs of a parent, 
look with compaffion upon the fufferings of his chil- 
dren, and put a period to their afflictions — "We remain,

fore recommended. 

Although 
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Although we can with confidence aflert, that the 
diforder hath abated, as was formerly mentioned, and 
that there is the greateft reafonto hope that it willfhort- 
lydifappear; yet we cannot fay that it is totally eradi- 
cated ; as there is rcafon to fear that it may (till lurk 
in different parts of the city. The committee wifh 
to imprefs upon the minds of tneir fellow citizens the 
abfolute neceflity of caufing thofe houfes to be opened 
and aired, which have been long fhut up, before they 
venture to return; and that this be done inflantly by 
themfelves, to prevent the neceflity of its being done 
ih another way.

Circumilances having changed the bufinefs of the 
different committees, it is Agreed, that in future the 
reports be made every evening, of the tranfactions of the 
day, and not of the preceding day, as hath been the 
practice.

as you may be able to give to the following enquiries. 

" At what time and place did the diforder make its 
appearance ; and to what quarters of the city did its 
ravages extend ? 

" How many citizens have died fmce the commence- 
ment of the diforder ; how many recovered, who had 
been afflicled with it ; and what number of orphans 
have been deprived of their parents on this occafion ? 

" What accommodations and fupplics were provid- 
ed for the fick and poor; what monies have been dif- 
bnrfed, and what debts have been incurred ? 

" What is the amount of the charitable contribu- 
tions for the relief of the fick and poor, diftinguifli- 
ing between the amount of the actual grants and en- 
gagements, by way of fecurity, to the Bank, for mak- 
ing loans? 

" What mcafures are necefTary to purify the city 
from any latent infection; and what general precau- 
tions ought to be taken to guard againlt a fimilar cala- 
mity in future ?

" The committee for the relief of the rick and poor 
of the city of Philadelphia, in reply to the feveral que- 
ries propofed to them by the Governor, anfwer; 
To the firft : 
That the malignant diforder, by which fo many of 
our citizens have been taken off, made its firft appear- 
ance about the latter end of July, in Water Street. 

Its ravages were for fome time confined to that 
ftreet, between Mulberry and Saflafras ftreets ; from 
thence it extended northwardly up Water ftreet to Vine 
Street. Front ftreet, within the above limits, was 
next attacked, whence it fpread into the parallel ftreets, 
up thofe which run Eaft and Weft ; the greateft ha- 
voc being: neareft the river Delaware, and becoming 

more 
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more feeble in its progtefs to the Weftward ; this will 
more clearly appear from the account of the number 
of houfes, &c. in the different ftreets, lanes and al- 
leys in the city and fuburb;, hereunto fubjoincd. 
To the fecond: 

The committee have procured pretty accurate lifts 
from the feveral burial grounds in and about the city, 
of the interments from the firft day of Align ft to the 
ninth day of November; from thefe it appears that 
Four thoufand and thirty one perfons, of all ages, fex- 
cs and diforders, have been buried during that pe- 
riod: 

It is impracticable to discriminate the number taken 
off by the malignant diforder, no accounts having been 
kept by the fextons, or other perfons, to whom the re- 
giftering of burials was committed, except in two in- 
ftances, viz. in the burial grounds belonging to Chrift- 
Church and St. Peters. 

There are no data from which the committee can 
form a calculation as to the number of thofe who hav- 
ing been afflicted with the diforder, have recovered. 

The committee have received into their care fince 
the commencement of the diforder, one hundred and 
ninety one children, who have either loft one or both 
of their parents and the furvivors being fick of 
£o much reduced in circumftances as to render the 
attention of the committee abfolutely neceflary. 

The whole number admitted into the orphan-houfe, 
and the prefent ftate of it is as follows, viz. 

Admitted one hundred and ninety one : Died fe- 
venteen: Returned to their friends forty nine: There 
remain one hundred and twenty five, of which at pre- 
fent 
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fent there are in the houfe eighty one, and of infants 
at nurfe forty four. 

The committee are fo much afFe&ed by the fituation 
of the orphans under their care, that they beg leave 
to recommend them in a particular manner to the Gov- 
ernor's notice. 

To the Third: 

At the firft appearance of the diforder the general 
tonflernation was fo great, that thofe whofe particular 
province it was to take care of the poor, knew not 
how to aft; terror foon put them all to flight, except 
three, whofe exertions merit the higheft encomiums; 
worn down with fatigue, a call was made upon the be- 
nevolent citizens to come to their aid, a meeting of a 
few took place, who voluntarily offered their fervices 
in the dangerous undertaking. A fecond meeting was 
obtained, when a committee confiding of twenty fe- 
Ven perfons was appointed the majority of whom un- 
dertook the taflc, but from death and other caufes the 
bufinefs was principally condufted by twelve only. 
This committee formed themfelves into fub-commit- 
tees to whom different parts of the bufinefs was afign- 
ed — One of which undertook the extreme haz^ rc { ous 
part of attending at and managing the bofpital at Bufn- 
Hill; Another to receive applications for the removal 
of the fick to the hofpital, and of burying the dead. 

The great increafe of deaths foon left a number of 
children without parents or friends to whom to apply 
for proteaion; fome of thofe were found in the 
houfes from whence their parents had juft been remov- 
ed to the filent grave, deploring their lots in the great- 
ell agonies of diftrefs.

A committee was appointed to provide a houfe for 
their reception; a matron and nurfes were employed. 

As the effects naturally refulting from the accumu- 
lated diftrefs of the more indigent citizens, many of 
them were reduced to fuch a fituation as to require im- 
mediate fupplies of the neceffaries of life. 

For this purpofe another committee was appointed, 
who have for feveral weeks pall daily diftributed to 
about two hundred families, for one week's fupport, 
of the following articles, which have amounted upon 
an average to four hundred and forty loaves of bread, 
fifteen cords of wood, one hundred and fifty dollars in 
money, per day, befides meat, meal, vegetables, &c. 

A number of citizens undertook to act as an Assis- 
tant Committee in recommending fuitable objects 
for thofe fupplies. 

The whole amount of difburfements for the various 
objects already mentioned is not lefs than Twenty thou- 
sand dollars ; the particulars cannot yet be afcertained 
with precifion. 

To the Fourth: 

The charitable contributions already received in mo- 
ney amount to Twenty two thoufand dollars. Some 
of our fellow-citizens, individuals of the committee, 
before it was known that one dollar would be contri- 
buted by donations, borrowed upon their perfonal Se- 
curity of the Bank of North America, fix thoufand five 
hundred dollars; others of our fellow-citizens have 
fince figned a guarantee to that bank, to make good the 
amount of fifteen thoufand dollars, if the committee 
ihould have occafion for further loans. 
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The committee having thought it a meafure ex- 
tremely requifite in order to purify the city from the 
latent infection, that refpe&able citizens mould be re- 
queued to undertake the trouble of going to every 
houfe where any perfon had been fick, or in which any 
had died of the diforder, to recommend it to the pof- 
feflbrs, to caufe them to be opened and thoroughly 
cleanfed. 

The Gentlemen who had before undertaken to a£t 
as an Assistant Committee, cheerfully added this 
to their labours ; they have made confiderable progrefs 
in the bufinefs, and by their exertions will undoubtedly 
execute it in the moft fatisfactory manner, as far as 
their influence can extend. There are fome refracto- 
ry perfong who either infenfible of the danger to which 
themfelves and their fellow citizens may be expofed 
from a non-compliance, or from obilinacy, occafion 
fome difficulty. It is hoped that this, as well as prop- 
er means to caufe all infected clothing, and more efpe- 
cially beds and bedding, to be purified or deftroyed, will 
attract the Legislative attention. 

The precautions necefTary to be taken to guard a- 
gainft a fimilar calamity in future, will require much 
confideration. The committee are of opinion that a 
health-officer, upon a more extenfive plan than the pre- 
fent, is of the greateft importance, and that the refi- 
dence of the officer and phyficians mould be at a fuit- 
able diftance below the city. 

That a healthful fpot for the fite of an hofpital, 
nearly contiguous to the city, eafily acceflible by land 
and water, together with requifite buildings for the 
accommodation of thofe who may be attacked by ma- 
lignant 
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lignant diforders in future, are among the mod nccef- 
fary means for the purpofe of prevention. 

From tue want of fuch a place, to which the fick 
might have been removed, at an early period of the 
late diforder, may be afcribcd the great terror which 
incapacitated the inhabitants from giving that afliftance 
to their fellow-citizens, by which many hundred lives 
might have been faved. 

The increafing trade of the city, and the great num- 
ber of people who are daily arriving from all parts of 
the world, expofe us to every fpecies of infection that 
prevails in other places, the neceflity of efficient mea- 
fures being immediately taken to guard againft future 
dangers become therefore indifpenfible.

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The committee to whom was referred the applica- 
tion on behalf of the French foldiers, to be received at 
Bufh-Hill umil a fuitable place can be provided for 
them, Report that they may be conveniently accommo- 
dated in the houfe at prefent appropriated for the con- 
valefcent, whofe number is now much reduced, and 
may be fafely removed into other appartments ; 

That the foldiers may be fupported without injury 
to the donations of the contributors, at eight {hillings 
per diem per man, including all charges; which they 
fubmit to the committee. 

The committee, c* nmiferating the diftrefTed fitu- 
ation of the fick and wounded Frenchmen who lately 
arrived from Cape-Francois, in the citizen Marfeillois, 
and defirous of preventing the introduction of new 
calamities by the introduction of difeafed perfons from 
the Weft-India iflands, where malignant diforders are 
now prevalent, did on the 16th Inftant, upon the 
prefling folicitation of the fecretary of the French Le- 
gation agree to admit them into that part of the hef- 
pital at Bufh-Hill, hitherto occupied by the convalef- 
ccnt, for their prefent relief ; under the afTurance of 
the fecretary that they mould be removed as fpeedily 
as poflible, to a place to be provided for them by the 
minifter of the French Republic: And as there is a 
pleafing profpect that our fellow-citizens, for whofe 
accommodation thehofpital was eftablifhed, will fhortly 
be in a fituation to return to their friends in the city, 
it was Refolvedx that the fecretary of the Legation be 
informed that the fick and wounded now at the hofpi- 
tal may be accommodated at that place at eight milling* 
per man, per day; and that the committee will furnifh 
them with every accommodation and fupply, necefTary 

for 
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for their comfort and fupport, at the above rate, until 
the Tick citizens now in the hofpital fhall be in. a con- 
dition to be difcharged. 

The managers of the hofpital, Ifrael Ifrael, James 
Ker, and the fecretary, are appointed to wait upon him 
with the foregoing minute; and to attend to tiie buii- 
nefs, until the Frenchmen aforefaid are removed from 
the hofpital.

That the number of children who have thus come 
under the notice of the committee amount to one hun- 
dred and ninety four, of whom eighty two have been 
delivered to their furviving friends, nineteen have died, 
and ninety three remain (till under the care of the com- 
mittee, thirty eight of whom are fucking infants.

their wifdom Hull feem proper.

Gentlemen, 

As a manager of the Hofpital at Bufli-Hill and the 
one who crganifed that inflitution, I think that as we 
are advancing toward the moment of clofing the bufi- 
nefs intruded to our care by our fellow-citizens, it is 
my duty to (late to you my ideas upon that fubject in 
the following manner : 

First. That the managers fhall not admit into the 
Hofpital any patients to become chargeable to the pub- 
lic, except thofe who may have an order of admit- 
tance from the committee, and the managers fhall alfo 
take proper fteps to reduce as much as poflible the ex- 
penfes of faid Hofpital. 

Second. The convalefcents, old, aged or infirm 
perfons, now in the hofpital, fhall be immediately dis- 
charged.

Fourth. Two or more members of the committee 
mould be appointed to wait on the Miniller of the 
French Republic, with dire&ions to give him notice 
of the approach of our diffolution, and to requeft him 
to provide a place for the reception of his fick now in 
the Hofpital at Bufh-Hill, and alfo to afk of the faid 
Minifter the payment of a bill handed to him by the 
committee, which is ftill unpaid. 

Fifth. That the committee will take into their 
confideration the fervices which Mrs. Mary Saville, 
matron of faid Hofpital, has rendered to our uck bre- 
thren in that inftitution, and make to this valuable 
woman fuch compenfation as they fliall think adequate 
to her merit. 

Sixth. That a fufficient fum of money be imme- 
diately borrowed, either from the banks or private ci- 
tizens, in the name of the committee, for the purpofe 
of paying and difcharging every debt, &c. relative to 
the Hofpital of Bufh-Hill, and contraded by the com- 
mittee fines the 16th of September laft. 

Seventh. At the period of the dinblution of the 
Hofpital— an inventory of every article belonging to 
it fhould be made, and after having cleanfed the houfe, 
goods and furniture, that the goods fhould be ftored, 
together with the drugs, medicine, &c. belonging to 
the apothecaries and doctors department, in one or 
more rooms of the Manfion-houfe under lock. 

Eighth. With regard to the property belonging to 
deceafed patients at the Hofpital of Bufh-Hill, depo- 
fvted by the managers in the hands of the committee,

The Secretary is defired to requeft the atttendance 
of the Citizens, at the City-Hall on Saturday the 8th 
Inftant at 3 o'clock, to receive the faid report, which is 
as follows — 
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HAVING been appointed a Committee on the 
14th of September laft, at a meeting of the citi- 
zens, called by the Mayor, for the purpofe of alle- 
viating the fufferings of our fellow-citizens, who were 
labouring under the airlifting ficknefs, which then 
prevailed; we have requefted your attendance, in or- 
der briefly to report to you our proceedings; referring 
you for more particular information to our minutes, 
which are in the prefs, and to our accounts, now pro- 
duced for your inflection. 

Upon entering on the duties of our appointment, 
we found many families of the poor ftruggling under 
difeafe and want. And that the houfe of William 
Hamilton, at Bufh-Hill, which had been taken pcfiefu- 
on of, and converted into an hofpital, for their accom- 
modation, contained feveral fick perfons in a deplora- 
ble fituation. Two of our members offering their fer- 
vicestofuperintendthat inftitution, they were appoint- 
ed managers thereof, and by their exertion and attention 
it was conducted with order and regularity. About 
one thoufand perfons were removed to it (in carriages 
provided for the purpofe) and fupplied with every re- 
quifite, to render them comfortable, that the exi- 
gency of the times and our fituation would admit of. 

Notwithstanding the great mortality which prevail- 
ed there, we think ourfelves warranted in the belief, 
that much diftrefs was prevented and the faff. rings of 
many greatly alleviated. We cannot with propriety 
omit informing you, that the tendernefs and care ex- 
ercffedbyMarySavill(the matron of the hofpital) to the 
fick, were fuch as intitles her to your generous no- 
tice. 

* The 
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The extreme diftrcfs to which many families were 
reduced rendering it hnpoffible for them to procure 
the interment of their deceafed connections, it became 
one of our moft preiling duties to provide for the bu- 
rial of fuch perfons, and therefore we procured coffins 
and carriages, and employed fuitable perions to attend 
to this mournful part of the fcrvice. 

In the progrefs of the difeafe, many children were 
bereft of their parents, and the general diftrcfs pre- 
venting individuals from attending to their expofed fi- 
xations, we were impelled to take charge of fuch or- 
phans, and of courfe it became neceffary to provide a 
a fuitable houfe, with a matron and attendants and a 
number of wet nurfes. This was done and the whole 
phced under the direction of four of our members efpeci- 
ally appointed for that purpofe: of one hundred and 
ninety-two of thefe helplefs innocents, who came un- 
der our care, ninety-four have been reclaimed by their 
friends, twenty feven have died, and feventy-one yet 
remain; on whofe behalf we have applied to the Legif- 
lature, but as they have not come to a determination 
on our application, we therefore earneflly recommend 
thefe orp'aans to your immediate attention. 

The calamitous flatc of the city caufed an univerfal 
ftagnation of bufmefs and increafed the number of the 
indigent fo much, that in order to obtain a knowledge 
of their real fituation and guard againft impofition, in 
relieving their wants, we found it neceflarv to call for 
afliftance; when a number of refpecTable inhabitants 
of the city and fuburbs came forward to our aid, under 
the title of the AflTftant Committee, who rendered 
very efiential fervice by recommending fuitable objects; 
which facilitated the diftribution of money, provifions 

and 
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and firewood, from the 14th Oftober to the 23d No- 
vember, to upwards of one thoufand families, weekly. 

Thefe different operations requiring confkierable 
funds, and the major part of the overfcers of the poor, 
as well as molt of the officers of government and police 
being removed ; recourfe was had to the prefident and 
dhvttors of the bank of North- America, who cheer- 
fully accommodated us with fix thoufand five hundred 
dollars ; which we have been enabled to repay by the 
fubfequent liberality of our fellow citizens of this and 
other itates, whofe donations to us have amounted to 
twenty nine thoufand and eighty five dollars feventy 
feven cents, befides which we have received 5316 dol- 
lars, 32 cents, fur fundries mentioned in our accounts; 
which fums fall fhort of that expended by us, three 
thoufand two hundred and forty five dollars twelve cents. 

The mode of fupplymg this deficiency you will 
doubtlefs conceive to be a part of the bufinefs of the 
prefent meeting. 

As no public provifion is made in cafe we mould be 
vifited with a fimilar affliition (to which all great com- 
mercial cities are expofed) it was deemed effential, af- 
ter compenfating the proprietor of Bulb-Kill for the 
ufe made of his property, to fecure a refort to it again, 
fhould it be found neceflary, before the 25th of March, 
1795; this was done and it is ftill in our pofieflion— 
wherein are depofited fuch articles as remain on hand 
belonging to the Hoipital. The appropriation of thefe 
articles is an objed which will claim your attention. 

The configuration of the propriety of eftablittiing an 
Hofpital in the neighbourhood of this city, for perfons 
affliaed withinfeaious difeafes, which at the time of 
our appointment was referred to us, would have claim- 
ed 
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cd our more particular attention, had not the fubjeci 
through the recommendation of the Governor, been 
taken up by the legiflature. 

We think it proper to inform you, that on the 13th 
day of Oclober, a number of fick and wounded French- 
men arrived here, on board the fhip Citizen of Marfcil- 
ii.es from the hofpital of Cape Francois ; which alarm- 
ing the inhabitants, we at the pre fling folicitation of 
the fecretary of the French legation, and to difpel the 
public fears, admitted thefe difcafed ftrangers into part 
of the buildings at Bufh-Hill, the expences which oc- 
curred, have been reimburfed. 

Although we have to lament the lofs of Andrew 
Adgate, Jonathan D. Sergeant, Jofeph Infkeep and 
Daniel Offley, four of our members, who faithful to 
the truft repofjd in them, perfeveringly difcharged, 
with the moil benevolent attention, its various duties, 
until death put a period to their exertions, and they 
fell thernfelves under the blow they were warding off 
from others; yet while we look back with mournful 
regret to the lofs of cur companions, gratitude to the 
fupreme difpofer of events requires our acknowledg- 
ment of his interpofition in the prefervation of our own 
lives, and thofe of fo many of our fellow citizens.
